Toll of the Airship. 

The United States, wrestling with many 
troubles, has received a new and dreadful 
blow. In the early hours of yesterday 
morning her naval airship Akron—the 
largest dirigible in the. world—crashed 
and was destroyed off the New Jersey 
coast. America’s disaster is even greater 
than that which overwhelmed England 
nearly four years ago, when the R 101 was 
wrecked at Beauvais, with a loss of forty- 
eight lives. Tho Akron carried seventy- 
six men, and seventy-one of these—includ- 
ing Admiral W. A. Moffett, Chief of the 
Naval Bureau of Aeronautics—almost cer- 
tainly have perished. As yet the cause 
of the accident is obscure. The German 
vessel which was first on the scene re- 
ports that the Akron crashed during “a 
widespread thunderstorm,” which may 
have discovered some fatal weakness in 
the airship’s structure. A survivor's story 
suggests that she may have been struck 
by lightning, but it was supposed that 
such peril had been mastered by the non- 
inflammable nature of the helium gas 
which filled her huge balloons, © At

‘The World Conference. 


Mr. Norman Davis left Cad for Paris 
this morning, and will meet the French 
Premier Foreign Minister to-morrow 
to hold conversations on disarmament and 
the World Economic Conference.

riod for a meeting, and the invitations 
Íor this date probably will be despatched 
before long. 


‘Poland and the Powers. 


Little has been heard during the _ 
few days concerning the Four Power Pact 


proposals, but it is known that a some- 


what unusual situation has been caused 
by Peland’s attitude. Apparently, in con- 
versation with Sir John Maié, the Polish 
Ambassador expressed the opinion of the 
Polish Government that it was inadmis- 
sible that any grouping of European 
Powers should be formed to impose 
decisions directly or indirectly on other 
States of Europe. Count Skirmunt, the 
Ambassador, also intimated that, if such 
& grouping of Powers took place, Poland 


would refuse any invitation to join it, solely 


on the ground that she was not interested 
in the revision of the peace treaties. This 
presentation of the Polish case, in the cir- 
cumstances, is extremely interesting, since 
it definitely rejects not only the Pact pro- 
posals, but Poland's ally, France. 


Timber for Britain. 


If it becomes necessary to place restric- 


tions upon the im peqeiee of Russian 
products, there will be no difficulty in 
finding an alternative source of supply 
with regard to timber. Already many 
British firms show a tendency to purchase 
in the Swedish and Finnish markets, in 
preference to the Russian. Out of an 
estimated output of 750,000 standards, 
Swedish exporters have disposed of 

,000 standards, and within the next 
‘few “months it’ is expected that the re- 
mainder will be sold. 


The Akron, 


The Akron, the largest airship in the 
world, was about twice the size of the Graf 
Zeppelin, and was named by Mrs. Hoover 
in August, 193i: She was 785 feet in 
length, cost a million pounds to build, and’ 
on one occasion broke all airship “ re- 
cords ” by carrying 207 people. The 
Akron, designed to chúise at miles an 
hour for 11,000 miles without landing, was 
the first of two airships to be built for 
the United States Navy by the Goodyear 
Zepplin Corporation.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 
T'a Lord Chancellor (Lord Sankey), in 


the House of Lords this evening, open 
a debate on India by moving that this 
House concur with the Commons in setting 
up a joint Select Committee to consider the 
fut ure government of India, and, in. par- 
ticular, to examine and report upon the pro- 
posals in the White Paper, In acknowledging 
the work of the Simon Commission, he said 
that its report would remain one of the great 
State documents of English political history. 
The decision on the question of the future 
government of India rested with the British 
Parliament, and not with the Round-Table 
Conference, which was a purely consultative 
body. Havi ng regard tó all that had been 
said and done during the last 25 years, it was 
their plain duty to develop responsible govern- 
ment in India. All agreed that there must 
be a change, the only difference of opinion 
being as to the extent of that change. 

In regard to the proposals in the White 
Paper, he said that if responsible government 
at the centre was granted, the question of 
safeguards at once arose. Those safeguards 
could be summed “up in three sentences— 
the powers of the (Governor-General and 
Governors, the Army, and the Services. It 
might be said that we were placing too high 
a responsibility upon the Governor-General, 
but looking at past history, we had never 
yet failed to find the man we wanted, and 
there was #0 reason to despair for the future. 
The safeguards would not be required for 
daily use.. The people: of India were mot all 
extremists: He confessed that the proposal! 
a permit law and order to be administered 

the Provinces filled him with some anxiety, 
Mt ut there seemed no escape from it. - Tw any 
case, this was not the time to argue its 
propriety. That would arise later. 

It was not difficult to criticise any form 
of government, or to make out a cáse against 
any suggested reform, but, first, last and all 
the time, we must take care not to 
undermine the foundations of a “ policy 
which our forefathers had done so much to 


build up. But it was impossible to stand 
still, The question was whether they were to 
see an India companioned by content or an 


India torn asunder by rivalries and seething 
with sedition. Whatever.course was pursued 
there were bound to be risks. To grant com- 
plete independence was a risk; to do little or 
nothing was a risk. It was with empires as 
with individuals. Those who would not take 
a risk would not win. They might even lose 
what they had. 

They had done their best to frame a scheme 
which not on] y could be worked, but -which 

would be worked. It was a scheme which, 
whatever people might say, would prove to 
the world that England was ‘not unmindful of 
her promises, and, if adopted, it might give 
us a breathing space for years to come. Ii 
the scheme was rejected we might have to go 
further and fare worse. In his opinion the 


proposals gave a maximum of opportunity 
to India and a minimum of risk to this 
country, and his hope was that they would 
provide a path which would lead to peace 


at last.. (Cheers.) 


LABOUR’S OBJECTION. 

Lord Snell, speaking for the Labour Oppo- 
sition, said that their objection to the scheme 
was that it did not confer upon India that 
Dominion status which had been so solemnly 
promised. By the powers given to the 
Governor-General and the retained services of 
the. Army and finance the idea of a progres- 
sive advance seemed to have disappeared, 
and there was an assumption of finality in 
the proposals. which could not do otherwise 
than intensify the problem. 

The Earl of Lytton said that if the scheme 
did not work perfectly we bad “at least: pro- 
vided Adequate safeguards, with in the last 
resort, complete powers to the Vicéroy and 
the Governors. But the point he wished to 
make was that, following wpon the referénce 

of Indian reform to yet another committee, 
a when at last a bill was introduced 
representing the pclicy of the Government of 
the day, they would be told it was too late 
for them to consider other alternatives, and 
that they must pass the bill. That was not 
quite fair to Parliament, with whom the 
ultimate decision rested... He considered that, 
after the Statutory Commission had reported, 
the Government onght to have bronght in a 
bill of ite own, and they would ‘then have 
been told what the Government policy was. 

All the unrest that had been accumulating 
since the Simon Report would, probably, have 
been avoided. He accepted the principle of 
the provincial autonomy, and only regretted 
that it had not been introduced years ago. 
ES hoped that the Select Committee would 

be free to consider all alternatives, as well 
as the proposals contained in the White 
Paper, and to put forward what they con- 
sidered best suited to present conditions. In 
the meantime, all that was being said about 
abdication and surrender was to he 
deprecated, because it encouraged terrorist 
activities in India. 


PLEA FOR CAUTION, 

Lord Ampthill declared tha British 
destinies were indissolubly bound up with 
India, and the two countries could not part 
company without disaster to themselves and 
vital injury to the whole progress of civilisa- 
tion. He doubted whether the White Paper 
proposals pleased anyone except a few Govern- 
ment supporters. He urged a more cautious 
advance, and said that constitutional reform 
should be eontingent on the good-will and co- 
operation of ed So: far we had not 
had that co-operation which was hoped for. 
He approved the appointment of the Select 
Committee as the best course to be taken 
in the circumstances. 

The Marquess of Lothian believed that if 

constitutional responsibility was given to 
India she would produge better political talent 
and character than most people in this 
suil believed possible, He was convinced 
that the wisest course was to proceed on the 
broad lines laid down in the White Paper. 

The Marquess of Linlithgow said that his 
own experience of India led him to the con- 
clasion that an extension of the principle of 
self-government was desirable. 


After Lord Lamington had expressed the 
opinion that India could not do without 


British protection, the debate was adjourned 
until to-morrow.

On March 17th Sir Rebert Vansittart 
telegraphed to Sir E. Ovey éntirely 
approving his action and his language to 
Litvinoff. 

Sir E. Ovey, in his description on 
March 14th of the first examination of 
Mr. Monkhouse, says that the first ques- 
tions addressed to Mr. Monkhouse were 
with regard to “ political and economic 
espionage,’” 

“He admitted that he had made a 
practice of visiting London two or three 
times a year to keep his company in- 
formed as to the state of their business 
in Russia, of the general situation in the 
Union, and of the prospects of obtaining 
further business. These reports were, 
naturally, based on information that 
was obtained from the company’s and 
other engineers in varions parts of 
the country. He was informed that 
this was espionage, as it was a 
criminal offence to ~aequire political 
and economic information, except from 
persons officially authorised to communi- 
cate it. He was forced to sign a statement 
that he was engaged in what the ex- 
aminers contended was espionage, but 
added a note to the effect that his action 
was taken only in the interests of his 
firm. A list was produced of twenty-five 
turbines supplied by the company, which 
had given trouble. This, he admitted, 
was true. The fault lay partly with the 
Russians themselves, but it was alsotrue 
that technical mistakes had been made by 
the company. The machines supplied 
were not of the standard type, but gene- 
rally represented some new technical de- 
velopment insisted upon by the Russians 
themselves. It was natural that there 
should occasionally be mishaps. The com- 
pany had, however, in every case taken 
rapid action to repair them.’’

Five inquests wero held by the Acting 
Coroner (Dr. Oswald J. Murphy) in: the 
Dublin City Morgue yesterday. 

‘The inquiry was ‘opened in the case of. 
Elisebeth Barrett (18), a tailoress, of 5 Lower 
Wellington street, blin, who died as the 
result of a wound in the throat, caused by a 
ragor, when attacked at her parents’ home 
on last Sunday evenin 

Evidence of identi cation having been 

ven by the “girls father, Mr. Francis 
a. Dr. J. Glass, house surgeon of the 
Mater Hospital, described the wound found 
on Elizabet Barrett’ s throat. He said that 
the girl’s windpipe,amd main arteries had 
been severed... . 

An intimation Waving ‘heen received from 
the Clerk to the Dublin District Court that 
Joseph O’Connor, of 52 Marlborough street, 
Dublin, had been charged with the murder 
of the girl, the inquest was adjourned 
indefinitely. 

inquest, was opened on a twelve years 
old ‘boy, Samuel Rayner, of Carnew street, 
Dublin, who died in the Richmond Hospital 
on Saturday last of injuries received when 
he was knocked off his bicycle by a motor 
van.
